One formidable obstacle tonight stood 
between the Philippine Islands and 
freedom-——a senat. yote on over- 
riding President Hoover's veto, 

yauging the outlook. after the house 
had voted emphatically to set aside 
the chief executive's veto and make 
law the pending measure to give the 
Pacific dependency its independence 
after 10 years, senate sponsors f 
the bill were. uncertain of command-/| 
ing the votes necessary for similar 
action in this branch, 

The democratic controlled house 
earlier had smashed down with a vim 
upon Mr. Hoover's argument that the 
bill ianvited “grave dangers of for- 
eign invasion and war.” Within two 
hours from the time the president's 
veto message was received it voted, 
27. to 94, to override. 

One democrat, Martin, of Orgeon, 
former army officer, joined 93 re- 
publicans in an effort to sustain the 
president. This foree fell short by 20 
of attaining a third of those voting 
which would have killed the bill, 

191 Democrats. 

Ilolding their lines well, the demo- 
crats mustered 191 and were joined 
by 82 republicans, mostly frum agri- 
cultural states, and the one farmer- 
laborite, Kvale, of Minnesota, 

Immediately after the house acted, 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, demo- 
cratic leader in the senate, announced 
he would ask for early consideration 
in his. branch, whieh passed the hill 
without a record vute. oe 

The republican leader, Senator 
Watson, of Indiana, urged that ac- 
tion be delayed until Monday, and 
said he was confident the president's 
veto would be sustained, 

A great shout went up in the house 
when Speaker Garner announced the 
motion by Chairman Hare, of the in- 
sular affairs committee, to override | 
the veto had been carried.

Determined to bring the measure 
safely within the limitations of the 
eighteenth amendment, the latter 
group redrafted the bill almost in its 
entirety and cut the house's 3.2 per 
cent maximum alcoholic content to 
3.05. "Che lower figure would amount 
to 3.8 by volume instead of the four 
per cent voted by the house. 

With senate democrats united in 
supporting the bill and optimistic that 
it will be passed, the measure will 
come to its next test on Monday in 
a vote by the committee proper. Its 
members are favorably disposed, but 


er a storm of controversy before it 
can become law. 
Limit Penalties. 

The sub-committee eliminated any 
effort at difinition of an intoxicating 
heverage. It proposed, instead. to limit 
the penalties of the Volstead law to 
malt or vinous beverages of more 
than 3.05 per cent. No change would 
he made in the Volstead limitation of 
one half of one per cent on distilled 
liquors. 

Wine was placed in the same cate- 
gory with beer and limited to 3.05 per 
cent alcoholic eontent, Senator Dill, 
democrat, Washington, who sponsored 
this change, predicted it would result 
in raising more revenue. 

The sub committee, headed by Sena- 
tor Blaine,’ Wiseonsin republican. 
showed the same speed in dealing with 
the beer bill nat it employed in dtaft- 
ing the prohibition repeal resolution 
now pending before the senate.

OF FARM AID BILL 


LOOMS IN SENATE: 


Sweeping Alteration or 
Defeat for Allotment 


Measure Predicted by 


Republican Spokesman. 


By F. G. VOSBURGH. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(#)—A 
sentence-by-sentence revision of the 
new domestic allotment farm relief 
bill—or its outright defeat—was pre- 


dicted by senate republican leaders to- 
night as democratic chieftains con- 
ferred on the whole field of agricul 
tural aid, particularly the mortgage 
problem. 

Sentiment on the democrat-spon- 
sored bill, already approved by the 
house, cut sharply across party lines, 
but the democratic leadership express- 
ed a desire to get the measure quickly 
to the senate floor so that it might 
be acted upon. Its consideration by 
the agriculture committee was sched- 
uled for Monday morning. 

In an informal but significant con- 
ference attended by President-elect 
Roosevelt’s foremost advisor on farm 
matters, leading democrats from both 
houses of congress put their heads to- 
gether on agricultural matters. 

The chief subject of their earnest 
discussion was how best to help the 
farmer who is faced with mortgage 
foreclosure and loss of his home.

OPENS IN MOSCON 


Approximately 300 Dele- 
gates Attend Meeting 
To Ratify 1933 Plans. 


By STANLEY P. RICHARDSON. 


MOSCOW, Jan. 13.—(4)—In the 
gorgeous white gold throne-room of 
former czars, soviet Russia's parlia- 
mentary season opened tonight with 
the regular session of the central ex- 


ecutive committee of the Russian so- 
cialist federation of soviet republics. 
In St. Andrew's hall of the Kremlin 
palace, the delegates met to approve 
the conduct of the republics’ affairs 
since the last meeting and to ratify 
plans for 1933. 

Approximately 300 delegates, many 
of whom included men and women in 
the native costume of distant prov- 
inces, sat stolidly in straight rows 
of wooden desks while speakers droned 
out voluminous reports on claimed 
accomplishments and their intentions 
for the future. 

The workers. peasants and a few 
uniformed soldiers comprising’ the 
membership of the central executive 
committee furnished a strange con- 
trast to their surroundings in their 
plain and often coarse dress, relieved 
now and then by the spots of color 
of the native costumes and uniforms. 

Large white marble columns, the 
vaulted ceilings and large candelabra, 
ail of which were richly decorated in 
sold leaf, attested to the splendors of 
the former regime. 

High above the wooden dais which 
now has taken the place of the throne 
hangs a framed lithograph of Lenin 
surmounted by a large seal of the 
workers’ and peasants’ republic. 
These, with desks now covering the 
polished floor and loudspeakers at- 
tached to each column, are the only 
changes that have been made in the 
room. Even the seals of the czars’ 
reziments still line the walls on three 
sides, 

Tonight's proceedings were opened 

by Michael Kalinin, who is president 
of the central executive committee of 
the Russian socialist federation of so- 
viet republics, as well as of the cen- 
tral executive committee of the union 
of socialist soviet republics, who in a 
brief address introduced the main 
speaker, Daniel Sulimov, president of 
the council of people's commissars of 
the Russian socialist federation of 
soviet republics. The main speaker 
delivered a report on the results of 
the five-year plan and plans for 1933 
and national economy. 
On the speakers’ platform with Ka- 
linin sat Vyacheslaff’ M. Molotoff, 
president of the union council of the 
people's commissars, and highest of- 
ficials of the Russian socialist fed- 
eration of soviet republics. Joseph 
Stalin, leader of the communist party, 
was not present. 

The session will last several days, 
followed by the annual meeting of the 
all-union central executive committee

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COSMIC RAY SEEN 
AS COMING SOURCE 


OF WORLD ENERGY 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(P)~— 
Professor Auguste Piceard 
pictured cosmic rays as the world’s 
future source of energy, manufactured 
at little or no cost for such abundant 
sources as water by some process of 
smashing atoms. 

Speaking’ before the National Geo- 
graphic Society, the famous strato 
sphere explorer said it is “high time” 
man should be preparing to replace 
the earth’s dwindling coal supplies 
with a new source of energy, which he 
believes will he the cosmic rays, which 
rain continuously on the earth from 
the sky. } 

“The transformation of the atoms 
of three drops of water,” he said, 
“would produce enough cosmic rays 
and enough energy and motor power 
to light up the whole city of Wash- 
ington through a whole night.” 

Cosmic rays are produced by a 
“modification of atoms” not vet un- 
derstood, he explained, which releases 
tremendous energy, and “when we are 
able to manufacture these rays asti- 
ficially on earth we will be able to 
utilize that vast energy, and ean 
snatch out of a handful of air, from 
A source now invisible, sufficient en- 
ergy to operate hundreds of high-pow- 
ered machines.”

Two Policemen, 3 Others Jailed 
In Daring Abduction in Brooklyn 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—(U)—Two 
policemen and three other men, one 
an ex-convict, were arrested in simul- 
taneous raids today, and promptly in- 
dicted on a charge of kidnaping in 
the federal court building in Brooklyn. 

The carefully timed arrests. dis- 
closed for the first time the kidnap- 
ing itself—an audacious plot in 
which Ernest Schoenig, of Pleasaunt- 
ville, N, J.. was spirited away from 
the federal building December 27, 
held until January 10 under de- 
mands for $100,000 ransom, but 
finally released without payment of 
ransom. 

Assistant Chief Inspector John J.

Report to U. S. C. of C. 
Directors Hits Increase 
in Taxes. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—P)— 
Economieg in government operation 
rather than tax increases were urged 
today in a report of the federal tax- 
ation committee to the directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, 

The committee, reporting through 
former Governor Redfield Proctor, of 
Vermont, expressed the opinion that 
tax adjustmegts should be avoided 
until after the March 15 income tax 
period and “nntil after it is seen to 
what extent congress is ready to cut 
expenditures.” 

“Increases in the rate of income 
taxes or other taxes now being levied 
or the addition of a manufacturers’ 
sales tax or other new forms of new 
levies, with the possible exception of 
a beer tax, in the present short ses- 
sion of congress are unwarranted,” 
the report said. “Instead, economies 
should he effected. 

“In the current fiseal year, end- 
ing June 30, 1933,” it added, “a def- 
icit in excess of a billion dollars, 
which must be financed through bor- 
rowrngs, appears incapable. A more 
accurate gauge of the probable size 
of this deficit will be possible after 
income tax returns are received in 
March. It may reasonably be as- 
sumed that a large increase in the 
debt this fiscal year will not be 
solved throngh reduction of expenses 
or through legislation to augment the 
revenues of the remaining six 
months. 

“(in the basis of the estimates of 
ae Sy and expenditures for the next 
fisen! year, ending June 30, 1934. 
which are now before congress, the 
country is faced with the prospect 
of a deficit of some few hundreds of 
millions of dollars in that year. Total 
expenditures payable from the treas- 
ury are estimated at &3,790.000,000, 
ineluding S554.000,000 of retirement 
of public debt from sinking fond and 
other ordinary receipts. Since, how- 
ever, it is proposed that this latter 
ainount be rehorrowed, without in- 
creasing the publie debt, the amount 
of receipts required would be $3,356,- 
DOO.000. The receipts under existing 
laws are estimated at $2.949,000,000, 
leaving a prospective deficit, under 
the executive estimates of not less 
than $307,000,000. It must be rec- 
@rnized that the deficit would be in- 
licreased if expenditures exceed §$3.- 
790,000,000 or receipts fall short of 
‘$2.9-49,000,000, : 

“A deficit in 1934 of any amount, 
whether more or less than the above- 
mentioned 8307,000,000, should not 
be allowed to occur and steps should 
be taken in the present short session 
of congress to bring the budget of 
that year into balance without the 
incurrence of new debt on account of 
ordinary expenditures,

WARKETING SYSTEM 


OF FARMERS DEPLORED 


Policy of- Co-ordination Is 
Stressed by Thompson in 
Nashville Address. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 13.—(® 
Sam H. Thompson, member of the 
federal farm board, told the Tennes- 
see Farm Bureau Federation in an 
address here today that “farmers will 


never be placed on an equal basis with 
men in other industries until they 
adopt the fundamental policy of co- 
ordinating production with market- 
ing. 

“The marketing system used in 
handling our farm products is no 
doubt one of the factors respomsibie 
for the reduction in the farmers’ in- 
come,” Mr, Thompson said, “but no 
marketing system could have prevent- 
ed the extremely low levels of prices 
and farm incomes that have been 
reached during the last few years. 

“Still more would join co-operatives 
if they understood how, little they, 
&s individuals, have to say about the 
prices of their products where the 
buying powes is so intensely concen- 
trated in the hands of.a comparative- 
ly few men, I will give you a few 
exaimples to show what I mean, 

“The buying power on the part of 
dealers who market farm products is 
so concentrated that four companies 
control about 90 per cent of the to- 
bacco consumed in the form of cig- 
|arets in this country. These four 
companies control about 80 per cent 
of all tobacco consumed in the United 
States. Five companies control so 
vast a quantify of dairy products that 
they dominate the market. Three 
dealers naridle approximately 40 per 
eent of the cotton produced in the 
United States. Ten men handle at 
least half the wool and four ¢om- 
panies process about two-fifths of the 
live stock. 

“This indicates that farmers have 
' good reasons for giving up their ideas 
about the marketing as individuals in 
' competition with other producers and 
| turning to a system of concentrating 
| their selling power in the hands of 
| their own organization managers in 
| order to meet this intensely organized 
buying power.” 


U. 5. To Investigate 
Charges of Peonage 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 13.—() 
An investigation of charges of peon- 
age among negroes on plantations in 
Mississippi and Arkansas was prom- 
ised tonight by Swayne D. Maddox, 
United States. district attorney here. 
who said he had received “more than 
200 complaints recently.” 

While Mr. Maddox admitted he had 
no jurisdiction in Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas, he said he would ask co-op- 
eration of United States district at- 
torneys in those states on the ground 
that “many of the negroes say they 
were lured away from Memphis and 
West Tennessee.” 

“More than 200 negroes have com- 
plained that they were promised pros- 
perity on plantations and were fur- 
nished transportation to the farms 
by agents for the farmers,” Mr. Mad- 
dox said. 

“The negroes say all of their crop 
is taken in payment of alleged debts 
and a debt balance is usually left,” 
Maddox said. “They say that after 
the crop was made they were chased 
away by the land owners and their 
wives and families forced to remain 
and work for nothing.”

THE ALLOTMENT BILL. 


The determination of congress to 
bring relief to the farmer is evi- 
denced by the passage of the dras- 
tic, and much criticized, domestic 
allotment bill. The bill now goes 
to the senate, where it is known 
it will face strong opposition from 
both republican and democratic 
senators. 

As originally introduced the bill 
had a number of outstandingly ob- 
jectionable features, especially, as 
pointed out by The Constitution, 
in the limited number of farm prod- 
ucts to which it extended relief 
and in its threat to the safety of 
the cotton textile industry. 

As finally passed by the house, 
these objectionable features have 
been somewhat. modified, although 
not to the extent which The Con- 
stitution believes should have been 
done in order to assure equal bene- 
fits to all agricultural interests and 
to guarantee against unfortunate re- 
sulis to the cotton mills of the 
country, 

As pointed out by Congressman 
Parker, of the first Georgia dis- 
trict, it would have been foolish to 
expect a general improvement of 
farm conditions from a relief meas- 
ure which ignored many of the chief 
agricultural products of the coun- 
try. Congressman Parker was cor- 
rect in his opposition te-the bill in 
its original form, and his final sup- 
port of it is to be explained by 
the extension of its benefits to 
peanuts and butterfats, among the 
chiet cash products in his territory. 

As first introduced, the bill guar- 
anteed minimum prices only to cot- 
ton, wheat, tobacco and hogs, but 
it goes to the senate with amend- 
ments, including rice, peanuts and 
butterfats. The bill is thus ma- 
terially strengthened, especially in 
the case of the southern farmer, 
whose chief cash crops are cotton, 
tobacco, peanuts and rice. 

The _ bill, as originally 
would have put an insurmountable 
obstacle in the path of the pros- 
peritv of the cotton textile mills of 
the south and New England, 
placing a processing tax on cotton 
fabrics while leaving competitive 
fabrics tax free. In 
form, the bill specifies that when- 
ever a tax is levied on cotton proc- 
essing an equal tax shall be assessed 
against silk and rayon processing. 

Undoubtedly, the house amend- 
ments have made the proposed re- 
lief more equitable than would have 
been the case under the bill 
first drawn, but would furnish 
more general and sounder allevia-

In a lantern-slide Jecture on Esthet- 
ic Plastic Surgery given in the Pan- 
Pacific Surgical Conference at Hono- 
lulu, Dr Herbert Bames, of Los An- 
geles, said that theoretically, surgery 
can never be scarless, but ptactically. 


'it may be so. By this he meant that 


incisions may be rendered invisible 
by hiding them within areas covered 
by hair, or within orificial surfaces. 
or by blending them with the normal 
folds of the skin in accordance with 
its grain or lines of muscular tensicn. 

The author went on to outline the 


technique of searless surgery, and we 


mention a few of the points he em- 
phasized : 

_ The incision through the 
skin should be vertical, not slant- 
ing. for the vertical incision per- 
mits even coaptation of the edges 
of the wound, where a slanting 
incision favors over-riding.

President-Elect To Step 
in Washington To Con- 
fer With Aids. 


By CECIL B. DICKSON, 

WASHINGTON, Jar. 13.—(4)—- 
Pressing legislative problems and the 
growing probability of an extra ses- 
sion of the new congress are to be 
the subjects of a series of conferences 
next Thursday and Friday between 
President-elect Roosevelt and demo- 
cratic congressional leaders. 


Mr. Roosevelt plans a two-day visit 
here en route to Warm Springs, Ga., 
where he will spend some time con- 
structing his cabinet and otherwise 
preparing to take over the adminis- 
tration on March 4. 

Speaker Garner today said he would 
confer with the incoming executive 
during his stay here. Senator Robin- 
son, of Arkansas, democratic floor 
leader, and ranking members on im- 
portant committees also are to dis- 
cuss the legislative situation with the 
president-elect. 

James A. Farley, chairman of the 
democratic national committee, who 
is almost certain to be appointed post- 
master-general, is expected to accom- 
pany Mr. Roosevelt, .but to remain 
here some time after the conferences. 


One of the subjects sure to be dis- 
cussed is the problem of balancing 
the budget. Democratic leaders are 
still trying to get their beer bill 
through the senate and to the presi- 
dent, as well as their economy pro- 
posals. 

Dependent upon these and the ac- 
tion of the farm relief bill, sent to 
the senate yesterday by the house, 
is the possibility of a meeting of the 
new congress about April 12. If ac 
tion is expedited, however, the demo- 
crats plan to go ahead with their pro- 
posals to raise additional taxes, but 
they concede privately that this prob- 
ably will have to go over to the new 
congress. 

Definite plans for the conferences 
have not been made. Different groups 
are planning to urge Roosevelt to fa- 
vor some currency inflation proposal 
as well as further legislation to aid 
the farm mortgage situation. 

A feeling is growing among the 
democrats that they should await an 
extra session before undertaking any 
more major proposals so they may 
have control of both branches of con- 
gress and know that their measures 
will not run the risk of a possible 
veto.

Most things come natural to me 
and golf was the first that ever gave 
me much trouble. I determined to 
learn to play and kept plugging away 
at the ball. Before the afternoon 
was over I happened-to hit a couple 
right and they went about 200 yards. 

The next time I went out to the 
Beverly Hills course, “Lefty” Stack- 
house, the professional, showed me 
how to hold my club and fixed up 
my stance and swing, and after a 
while I could drive between 225 and 
250 yards. However, I continued to 
miss a lot and dribble most of the 
others along the ground, But when 
I did connect the ball would fly. 

At the end of a week, I was do- 
ing well enough to want to learn the 
rest of the game, and bought a set 
of clubs. ‘The first round I played 
was with “Lefty” and Colonel Mc- 
Combs, the coach of the athletic team 
of which I was a member. The iron 
shots came fairly easy, but I had 
plenty of trouble with'my putts. I 
can’t remember exactly what my score 
was on this first round, but it. was 
over a hundred.

AUGUSTA NATIONAL GOLF 
COURSE, AUGUSTA, Ga., Jan. 15. 
There was no pomp or ostentation as 
Bobby Jones’ national’ golf course 
opened here today, but no _ single 
event ever held in the south has 
brought such a gathering of notable 
figures from the book of Who's Who 
in America. 

The major generals of the army 
of golf's faithfuls had heard that this 
course was one wherein Bobby Joncs 
had put what he considered the mak- 
ings of a real golf course. It had 
certain holes with features of the 
more famous holes which Bobby 
Jones had played during the course 
of that magnificent march which 
saw him win 13 of the last 23 major 
golf tournaments in which he played. 

There are writers who try, now 
and then, to write into some figure 
of the golf world some of the great- 
ness that was Jones’, But _ they 
can’t. Because the record speaks for 
himself. He played, altogether, 
major tournaments, and while 
was playing in them and winning 
13, none of those who pare with 
him was winning more than one. 


WORD IS LAW. 


And so anything the retired em- 
peror of golf says about golf is taken 
pretty seriously. It was a most 
amazing tribute that was paid Bobby 
Jones today. There were several 


‘hundred guests here for the opening 


of this course in Georgia. A _ spe- 
cial train brought more than a hun- 
dred this morning.

Is Illustrated ' 
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AUGUSTA, Ga., Jan. 13.—Bobby Jones’ career of golf glory, which 
first bubbled out 19 years‘ago at Atlanta, reached one of its climaxes 
today in the official opening of his own golf course at Augusta. 

Surrounded by more than 100 of his friends from the midwest, the 
east and the south, Bobby, admitted that the rolling green terrain’ of the 
Augusta National was the high spot of his golfing career. 

At the age of 31, he had a competitive record to look back on un- 


equalled in the many sagas of the ancient game. 


Nineteen years ago, at the age of 12, he won the club: championships 


of East Lake and Druid Hills at Atlanta. 


his father. was the victim. 


In the final joust at East Lake 


From that flaming youthful start, he carried his winning swing to 
12 national titles from Minikahda to St. Andrews, from Merion and Oak- 


mont to Hoylake. 

When Bobby retired from competi- 
tive golf more than two years ago, his 
next ambition was to help design and 
build a golf course which he believed 
would be suitable noth to the star 
and the average player. And his 
model was the old course at St. An- 
drews, Scotland, which he still con- 
siders the final word in all golf.

The St. Andrews Type. 


It is easy enough to build a golf 
course which will suit the average 
player. It is easy enough to build 
a course which will test the. star. 


But the job of building a course 
which will appeal to both classes, 
which are as far apart as the out- 
posts of a Siberia frontier, is another 
matter. 

Yet this is what Bobby Jones and 
Dr. Alister McKenzie, the famous 
British golf architect, have done at 
Augusta. 

Dr. McKenzie, head of the British 
camouflage outfit during the war, 
and designer of more than 500 
courses, knows every blade of grass 
and almost every grain of sand on 
St. Andrews. 

So he and Bobby Jones worked to- 
gether in perfect harmony. Between 
them they designed a course which is 
entirely different from an olfing 
battlefield known in the United 
States. 

At the Augusta national there are 
only 22 sand traps, while in many 
of the leading caurses you might 
play there are well over 200. Bobby 
Jones and Dr. McKenzie used nature 
rather than artificial hazards. And 
where nature failed, which nature 
seldom does, they called in the trac- 
tors to rearrange nature for their 
plans. 

How can anyone build a testing 
golf course with only 22 traps for 
18 holes? As I recall it, the twelfth 
hole at Oakmont alone has 12 traps 
to guard the highway. 

The answer at Augusta came in 
rearranging the natural landscape so 
that it becomes important to place 
a tee shot in the right place if you 
hope te have any chance to hold the 
ball- neat the pin.’ 

You must place your drive to have 
a clear shot for the fluttering flag. 
If you do, the terrain has been so 
arranged that nature works with you. 

If you fail to place your drive, 
you are probably in no trap and the 


odds are you will even have a good 


lie. But you suddenly -will be con- 
fronted with a second shot that only 
a master can play—a long approach 
over high mounds to a green that 
slopes away from the pin. 


The Duffers’ Delight. 


While I was playing the course 
with Bobby, he explained his idea. 

“You have to play real golf,” he 
said, “to get your par.” 

This means you must place your 
drive. and then take advantage of 
the opening offered you. But the 
duffer or the average golfer isnt 
forced to take any ¢s or Ss or 9s. He 
can nearly always get his 5 on a 
per 4 hole or his 6 on a par 5 hole. 

e isn’t called upon to play out of 
deep traps. He may hit a bad shot 
and still have a good lie.. But he 
can’t use it to reach the green un- 
less he can play a brilliant shot. 

After all, the high ranking goifer 
is interested only in getting pars. 
The duffer is mainly inierested in 
eliminating wrecking holes, which 
ruin his card. I have never belicved 
the game of golf should be a drudgery 
which wrecks nerves and spoils di- 
gestion. 

Here are two illustrations of what 
the Augusta National demands. Take 
the first hole. The shot calls for a 
drive to the right of the course. Li 
your drive falls there, then natur? 
works with you. If yon go to the 
left, you have high mounds: to carry 
with a green that slopes away. Only 
an expert can play this sbhut—and he 


can afford no part of a mistake. 


Suppose you come to the Lith. Your 
approach is either to the right o: 
left of the green. You are tn no traps 
no sign of sand. But there are rows 
of towering mounds to be handled. 

There is no problem’ in playine 


from sand. You slug away and let. 


fate and nature take its vourse. 

But here you are suddenly confront- 
ed wif_li a flock of problems. You can 
play a chip shot over the mounds— 
you -an play a pitch and run—or you 
can play a niblick pitch. 

So you have a triple mental de- 
cision to meet, while there is no such 
test in sand. 

And the average golfer, facing this 
tripie problem, nearly always wishes 
he had taken the other way after he 
has pliyed his shot. In other words, 
on a par 4 hole, the par 4 is hard but 
the § ix simple.

Cafe Holdup Slayer

The capital conviction of Wallace 
Hughes, youth charged with the mur- 
der of two men in a Luckie street 
cafe last June 9, was affirmed Fri- 
day by operation of law when the 
state supreme court found itself 
equally divided on the question of 
ordering a new trial.

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CHECK JAPANESE! 


Mounted Chinese Raidery 
Thrust Into Manchuri 
by Surprise Attack. 


By HERBERT R. EKINS. 

PEIPING, China, Jan. 13.—(UP) 
A surprise counter-offensive checked 
the Japanese march on Jehol and car- 
ried the attacking Chinese column 
across the border deep into Manchuria, 
Chinese dispatches from various sec- 
tors along the front reported tonight. 

‘The dispatches reported that 30,000 
Chi::ese so-called guerilla raiders were 
harassing the Japanese supply trains 
and base camps along the Great Wall. 
The Chinese were jubilant and cele- 
brated these victory reports as the 
turn of the tide and a definite check 
to the Japanese advance on Jeho! 
province. 

The raiders, thousands mounted on 
the hardy little Mongolian ponies, 
moved swiftly against the Japanese 
infantry and heavy artillery units in 
the vicinity of Taonan, near the 
northwestern extremity of Jehol. 

Guerillas, including detachments of 
the fighting “big swords,” skirmished 
wita Japanese forces defending bases, 
traasports and communications from 
Taonan en route to Suichung, on the 
Jeho] border 175 miles to the south. 

The Chinese raiders under Genera] 
Feng Chan-hai, supporting troops un- 
der General Tang Yu-lin, were cred- 
ited with the first successful counter- 
move halting the Japanese drive, at 
least temporarily. 

General Feng’s men were reported 
to have crossed the Jehol border into 
Manchuria and pressed on toward the 
Japanese concentrations at Taonan. 
The move was declared by Chinese 
sources to have had the effect of 
blocking the column of General Chang 
Hai-ren, Manchoukuo troop leader, at 
Peitsanyingtze, in southern Jeho}.
